Warm temperatures 
could cause floods

While avalanche danger persists 
in the Sundance/Provo Canyon 
area, the possibility of spring flood- 
ing is also becoming a dangerous 
reality for Utah County. 

The month of March is crucial for 
determining whether Joes will be 
spring flooding. 

A sudden onset of warnine tem- 
peratures does not only pose an 
avalanche threat, but a threat of 
heavy spring flooding in Utah 
Valley. 

“The concern is that temperatures 
are four to five degrees colder than 
they have been in past years, and if 
a gradual warming doesn’t begin 
soon, the sudden onset of warm 
temperatures in the spring will 
cause floods like we saw in 1983,” 
Sgt. Dave Bennett said, spokesper- 
son for Utah County Sheriff 
Department. 


“It is still early enough to come 
out of the problem; however, we are 
beginning to prepare for the possi- 
bility of flooding now,” Bennett 
said. 

“We have purchased 20,000 extra 
sand bags for Utah County, and we 
have begun distributing sandbags 
to the cities with a potential dan- 
ger,” Bennett said. 

Provo Canyon is first on the list of 
spring flooding possibilities. All the 
communities south of this area are 
also in danger, Utah County 
Commissioner Malcom Beck said. . 

“Provo Canyon is at risk because 
of the unusual heavy snowpack in 
the Sundance Southpark areas. 
Other canyons have as heavy a 
snowpack; however, they. have 
either better drainage, or different 
geological formations that do not 
pose as much of a 
Commissioner Beck said.

Corey R. Child, a member of the 
Utah County Search and Rescue 
team, said the Utah County 
Sheriff’s’s department has still 
labeled the area as unsafe, asking 
residents to evacuate the area for 
their own safety and contact the 
department before entering the 
area.

Serbs massacre Muslims in Bosnia

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— Bosnian Serbs massacred civil- 
ians and blocked U.N. efforts to 
evacuate 1,500 sick and wounded 
people Tuesday as they overran a 
Muslim enclave in eastern Bosnia, 
U.N. officials said. 

Serbs were “plundering, killing 
and burning,” said Lyndall Sachs, a 
U.N. spokeswoman. Serb tanks 
rumbled through the smoldering 
ruins of villages where American 
pilots had dropped thousands of 
meals the day before, she said. 

Some food fell into Serb hands 
after about 10,000 people it was 
meant to feed fled into the icy 
mountains. Muslims trying to col- 
lect aid reportedly were picked off 
by snipers, said another U.N. 
spokesman. 

The U.N. officials, basing their 
information on ham radio dispatch- 
es, said Serb fighters.in the Cerska 
and neighboring Srebrenica area 
were killing women and children. 

At U.N. peace talks in New York, 
meanwhile, Bosnia’s Muslim presi- 
dent called holding the negotia- 
tions “incompatible” with the Serb 
assault, although he did not pull 
out of the bogged-down discussions. 

Serbs later proposed disputed 
areas of Bosnia be placed under 
temporary U.N. protection. 

The push against Cerska — one 
of four pockets of Muslim resis- 
tance in rugged terrain close to the 
Drina River border with Serbia — 
began several weeks ago before 
Washington announced its airdrop

Experts debate car problems 
as fuel requirement is lifted

Although the Environmental 
Protection Agency assured the 
automotive industry that ethylene- 
based oxygenated gas would not 
damage cars, some automotive 
experts in the Provo area have 
noted effects they believe are 
attributed to the use of the gas. 

Steve Wager; owner of Steve’s 
Intermountain Chevron, said he 
has noticed a significant increase 
in the number of car repairs follow- 
ing the November 1992 introduc- 
tion of the special gas in Utah 
County. 

“We've been doing (repairing) fuel 
pumps all winter long,” he said. 

Additionally, Wager said the 
number of carburetor, fuel filter 
and valve repairs have jumped 
since the oxygenated gas was intro- 
duced. 

Wager pointed out that filter-type 
clogs are not necessarily a negative 
repair problem. Filter clogs are an 
indication that an automobile’s 
engine and gas tank are being 
cleaned out, he said. 

Dale Graff, a service manager at 
Doug Smith Mazda, said dozens of 
customers have complained about 


vehicle performance since oxy-. 


genated gas was introduced. 

Dana Cundiff, an air quality con- 
trol specialist for Utah County, 
said there should be no problem 
with the new gas, which contains a 
2.7 percent oxygen-ethanol com- 
pound. 

“Car manufacturers say it’s fine, 
and GM recommends oxygenated 
fuel,” Cundiff said. “If the vehicle is 
properly maintained, there should 
be no problem. They should change 
their fuel filter every 12,000 miles.” 

Graff said most of their com- 
plaints have come from people who 
drive older cars. Cars newer than a 


1987 model have not been affected. 


much by the new gas, he said. 
Kim Livo, a Colorado Department 


of Health pollution specialist, said 
the Denver area has drastically 
reduced their carbon monoxide out- 
put since their oxy-fuel program 
started six years ago. 

“In the ‘70s we had 120 days a 
year of federal carbon monoxide 
violations. Now we're down to five 
days a year,” Livo said. “In the 
beginning, most of the complaints 
came regarding lower fuel economy 
and cars stalling, but the point is 
that air quality has substantially 
improved.” . 

The mandatory use of oxygenated 
gas ended Friday, but most auto- 
motive experts believe it will be 
back next year. Since the federal 
law was implemented in Utah 
County last year, gas stations will 
be required to use the oxygenated 
gas between Nov. 1 and Feb. 28 
every year. 

The automotive experts say there 
are really no maintenance-related 
precautions to take to ensure a car 
runs at peak performance. 
However, Wager said that using a 
higher octane-rated fuel would be 
wise.

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Yeltsin faces showdown with Congress 


MOSCOW — President Boris Yeltsin mustered his political allies 
Tuesday before a showdown with Russia’s hard-line Congress, and said 
he was willing to take “extreme steps” to save his reforms. 

Yeltsin solemnly told a gathering of about 80 lawmakers and members 
of reformist factions in his second lobbying appearance this week that 
“the democrats alone cannot pull out this heavy cart.” 

He urged supporters to forge ties with other political groups before the 
next Congress of People’s Deputies, the nation’s highest legislative body. 

The most chilling part of Yeltsin’s speech was his warning that hard- 
line forces planned to assert their power through the Communist-domi- 
nated Congress to further weaken his government. 

If they succeed, “these forces will bring about.a reversal of the reforms 
to which people already have become accustomed,” Yeltsin said. “If 
forces that can destroy Russia appear, extreme steps will have to be 
taken to save the country, reforms and democracy.” 


Former Yeltsin adviser Galina Starovoitova said later that Yeltsin was’ 


referring to the introduction of direct presidential rule. If supported by 
the military, Yeltsin could bypass Congress and rule by decree. 


Russians experience investment fraud 


ST. PETERSBURG, Russia — An estimated 450,000 people in this city 
of 5 million had their first brush with capitalism in the form of a gigantic 
scheme to liberate them of their savings. 

Now they want their money back, and their street protests have taken 
on an increasingly anti-government tinge. Officials have promised some 
compensation, but worry the swindle could set back Russia’s privatiza- 
tion drive. 

Police have charged three firms with fraud and are investigating at 
least nine others. Two suspects have been arrested. 

Taking advantage of widespread confusion about Russia’s privatization 
program, as well as of citizens’ lack of business experience, the firms 
pronees to take any sum of money and increase it 250 percent in 90 

ays. 

They said the money and vouchers were being invested in various stock 
and currency exchanges. 


NBC official resigns over broadcast 


NEW YORK — Michael Gartner resigned as president of NBC News 
on Tuesday, less than a month after the network apologized for rigging a 
fiery truck crash near an Indiana corn field. 

“Concern over recent NBC News broadcasts continues to consume a 
great deal of energy and attention within the NBC News organization,” 
Gartner said in a written statement. 

“For that reason, and because I have accomplished much of what I set 


- out to do when I accepted this position, I have decided to make this 


change,”

work had demanded Gartner’s resignation, but he insisted through a 
spokeswoman that he was leaving voluntarily.

Clinton endorses national gun control 


WASHINGTON — With an ally in the White House for the first time 
in years, gun control advocates are pushing hard for national restrictions 
while getting mixed results in state battles with a gun lobby once consid- 
ered all powerful. 

New Jersey and Virginia are at the forefront of the state battles, which 
President Clinton plunged into Monday with pointed criticism of the 
National Rifle Association. He said the NRA and others are “fixated” on 
defending the right to bear arms to the degree they ignore violent crime. 

There is evidence that the NRA’s absolute opposition to restrictions has 
caused cracks in the organization’s imposing political strength. For 
example, many Virginia lawmakers complained about the NRA’s abso- 
lutism and what they considered strong-arm tactics before adopting a 
measure last week to limit handgun purchases. 

With Clinton’s support, backers predict enactment this year of the 
“Brady Bill” national waiting period for handgun purchases. The mea- 
sure had majority backing in both houses of Congress last year but died 
ee being attached to a Republican-opposed crime bill that failed in the 

enate.

Utah House defeats

It 
discriminates against non- 
Christians and non-believers by 
permitting the use of public funds 
to subsidize sectarian religious 
practices.. 1 urge your serious and 
(private) prayerful consideration 
prior to your vote.”

Clinton looks to GOP 
for budget-plan votes

WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton broke bread with 
Republicans Tuesday in a political 
gesture that won no new support 
for his economic plan. 

Clinton promised during his cam- 
paign to pursue a bipartisan agen- 
da, but Tuesday’s meetings were 
the first with the opposition party 
since his inauguration. He con- 
ferred _ first with House 
Republicans, then lunched with 
their Senate counterparts, seeking 
to break the ice: 

Republican opposition to Clinton’s 
economic plan has hardened, and 
the meetings did little to soften 
that. 

White House spokesman George 
Stephanopoulos said Clinton “was 
very encouraged by the ground- 
work that was laid today.”

“Many Republicans expressed a 
lot of a concern about some of the 
president’s proposals,” including 
defense cuts and increased energy 
taxes, said Sen. Don Nickles, R- 
Okla. He said Clinton’s overall eco- 


nomic program relies “way too 
heavily on taxes,-and we’re afraid 
it’s going to put people out of 
wor 

House Republican Leader Bob 
Michel said the GOP needed to 
know more about Clinton’s plans. 
“I told him that’s an absolutely 
intolerable situation to expect us to 
be players when we don’t even 
have the specifics of your budget,” 
Michel said. i 

Responding to Clinton’s challenge 
that they produce specifics if they 


wanted to alter his budget, several — 


Republicans said they: were step- 
ping forward. 

Sen. Hank Brown, R-Colo., said 
he gave Clinton a list of more than 
$600 billion in spending cuts. 

Rep. John Kasich, R-Ohio, the 
senior Republican on the House 
Budget Committee, said he would 
soon make public a plan to cut the 
deficit. His plan would cut about 
$300 billion over the next four 
years, without tax increases, 
according to Republican sources. 

Clinton proposed a $325 billion 
cut in the deficit in four years, 
partly through higher taxes on the 
wealthy, better-off Social Security 
recipients and energy.

“The people are getting enough 
calories, but not nutrients.

People wait in line three hours for 
a loaf of bread. There is not a lack 
of food, but poor distribution,”

Hot-hitting Banks powers 


explosive Cougar offense

During its recent road trips to 
Arizona State and UNLV, the BYU 
baseball team’s offense produced 
115 runs, largely due to the play of 
Brian Banks. 

Through 11 games this season, 

Banks leads the team in stolen 
bases (4), runs batted in (24), and 
home runs (5). He also is hitting 
.409 from the third position in 
BYU’s lineup. Banks put on a show 
for friends and family from Mesa, 
Ariz., when he hit a grand slam 
against Arizona State in Tempe,

_ “Brian’s one of those rare guys 
who’s a good hitter from both sides 
of the plate,” said BYU baseball 
coach Gary Pullins.

Pullins said professionals need to 
have consistency in their game 
because “consistency makes 
money.” 

“Banks is developing the consis: 
tency to be a top prospect,” he said. 

The Arizona road trip was very 
productive for Banks, who, in 
between games, got engaged to 
Tarrah Davis, who attends ASU. 
Banks admits his hitting success at 
ASU may have been affected by th 
engagement. oy 

Banks, the youngest of five chil- 
dren, said sports were always a fun 
activity but baseball was always 
his first love. Banks said he’s been 
playing baseball for nearly 17 
years, from his beginnings in tee 
ball at age five. 

Although some people told him 
that he would lose a little ability if 
he went on a mission, Banks

Terrorist groups suspected in bombing

NEW YORK — Investigators 
combing the World Trade Center 
bombing site said Tuesday they 
were focusing on terrorist groups, 
including a Palestinian organiza- 
tion that allegedly threatened to 
set off a bomb here a month ago. 

“We're looking at several groups. 
I wouldn’t want to name the 
groups. I’d probably leave some 
out,” said James Fox, head of the 
FBI’s New York office. 

Pieces of a van were recovered 
from the garage where the bomb 
went off Friday, although. Fox’s 
office wouldn’t comment further on 
a reported link between the vehicle 
and the blast that killed at least 
five people. 

“If it was a car bomb, it may very 
well have been a van bomb,” Fox 
said without elaboration. 

The names of two groups came up 
in response to questions at the 
news conference: the Popular Front

Environmental. issues have 
become a part of everyday life for 
Provo students and students 
around the country. 
’ Jim Campbell, assistant princi- 
pal of Timpview High School, said. 
activities like environmental week, 
environmental clubs and earth 
days are being implemented to 
educate students about. environ- 
mental issues. 

“Provo High School’s Vice 
Principal, Steve Oliverson, said 
“there is probably room for more 
education about environmental 
issues.” 

Campbell said there needs to be 
a closer relationship between the 
city, the school and the family to 
significantly raise environmental 
awareness. 

“There isn’t a master plan (for 
environmental awareness) incor- 
porated into the education sys- 
tem,” Campbell said. He said it’s 
been up to the students to get 
involved, and they have done a 
good job.

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Rex, Mike Lee discuss ‘conflict’

Rex Lee first heard of his son’s 
plans to run for student-body presi- 
dent at BYU on a cliff at Lake 
Powell last year. Mike Lee outlined 
his plans, agenda and platform for 
his father. “They were the same 
ones you read in the Universe dur- 
ing the election,” said Rex Lee. 

But some people feel Mike Lee’s 
father pulled some strings to get 
his son elected and that the two 
will collude to bring their personal 
agendas to fruition. The skeptics 
feel that way because Mike Lee’s 
father is the President of BYU. 

“fm astounded there wasn’t more 
discussion about it prior to the elec- 
tion,” President Lee said in an 
. interview with his son and The 
Daily Universe Friday. “I haven’t 
seen anything in the way of a con- 
flict of interest. I don’t think most 
people perceive it to be a conflict. 
It’s just fortuitous. 

“Tt’s really no more relevant than 
if I was teaching at (BYU’s) Law 
School.” 

Mike interjected, “Or if you were 
still a lawyer in Washington.” 

The first father-son combination 
in memory to hold a monopoly on 
presidential positions at BYU con- 
tends they already see less of each 
other since the BYUSA campaign 
began several weeks ago. That 
won't change when Mike takes con- 
trol of the student service organiza- 
tion. 

_. Mike Lee does not live with his 

parents and since the campaign 
began doesn’t come to Sunday din- 
ner as often as his father would 
like. “I can’t even get him on the 
phone to see if he’s coming,” Pres. 
Lee said. He resorts to leaving mes- 
sages with his nephew, who lives 
with Mike. 

“T probably see more of Dad at 
school than at home,” Mike said. 

When Mike said the best time to 
reach him is between 3:00 and 5:00 
p.m. on the fourth floor of the 
ELWC — BYUSA’s offices, his 
father said, “That’s nice to know!” 

As for formal contact, that too will 
be limited. When Pres. Lee was the 
student body president in 1959-60, 
things were different. Rex Lee met 
with BYU President Ernest L. 
Wilkinson regularly. Current 
BYUSA President Jason Hall said 
- he has met with Pres. Lee less than 

10 times on BYUSA matters. 

_ . BYU has grown a great deal in 
the last 34 years, requiring more 
work be done by more people. The 
BYUSA president works mainly 
with her or his advisors, 
Student Life Dean Maren 
Mouritsen and Student Life Vice 
President R. J. Snow. 

“By the time proposals reach us 
in President’s Council,” Pres. Lee 


said, “they've already been through 
the refining process. That my rela- 
tionship with the four presidents 
before Mike has been more person- 
al than procedural is not to say 
Student Life matters are not 
important to the President’s 
Council,” it’s just indicative of the 
way BYU is run today. 

“It was a smaller student body 
when I was president,” Pres. Lee 
said. That allowed Wilkinson more 
time to deal with all aspects of the 
university — which he did with 
what some saw as aiarming vigor. 

“BYU’s students today are more 
serious about serious things," Pres. 
Lee continued. “They are more con- 
cerned about: the role of the 
restored gospel in the academic 
spectrum.” 

Conversely, Pres. Lee said the 
student government had nowhere 
near the’ service orientation 
BYUSA does. “I think that’s a defi- 
nite plus,” he said. 

But Mike Lee believes changes 
are needed, and ran his campaign 
ona platform that for one advocat- 
ed the elimination of the nominat-

who is allowed to run for BYUSA 
president. 

“T'see advantages to letting stu- 
dents elect their own president 
through a direct election,” Mike 
said. “I do see the concern sur- 
rounding the type of president you 
might get from a direct election, 
but I don’t believe they override the 
benefits of a direct election. © 

“T. feel we have the most mature 
student body in the world. That 
student body can be trusted.” 

Mike plans to graduate in August 
1994 in political science and is hop- 
ing to attend law school at BYU, 
Chicago, Virginia or Cal-Berkeley. 

(When Mike told me his gradua- 
tion date, Pres. Lee said, “Four 
years, Tad!” Mike protested that he 
will actually finish in just over 
three years, by going spring and 
summer. “It’s easier to do with a 
political science major,” Pres. Lee 
said. “We know that most of the 
impediments to students graduat- 
ing in four years are not in the stu- 
dents’ camp; they are in ours.”) 

For now, Mike has been busy 
working on the transition. He will 
announce his vice presidents 
Thursday, after deliberate consid- 
eration. : 

He was bothered by a recent let- 
ter to the editor in The Daily 
Universe which implied that the 
candidates Lee beat were hypocrit- 
es who planned not to involve 
themselves with BYUSA because 
they had lost. “I don’t think the 
claim made in that letter was an 
accurate claim,” Mike said. 

In fact, I have learned that 
Michael Johnson, Clark Gilbert 
and Trip Meredith all applied for 
vice presidential positions and 
Dawnese ‘Noel is leaving BYUSA 
only because she has decided to 
serve a mission in August. 

Whomever Mike Lee chooses as 
his vice presidents, this is clear: he 
and his father will take pains to 
ensure Rex Lee isn’t perceived to 
be one of them.
